1. SCHANBERG (NYT) REPORTS FROM PP THAT IN SPEECH REOPENING 
PARLIAMENT, LON NOL MAINTAINED UN LED ASTRAY BY 
PROPAGANDA IN AGREEING TO TAKE UP KHMER REPRESENTATION 
QUESTION. SIHANOUK VICTORY ON THIS QUESTION WOULD 

BE RETURN TO "LAW OF JUNGLE". SCHANBERG SEES REMARKS 
AS INDICATION OF GKR NERVOUSNESS OVER ISSUE, SINCE 
REPORTS FROM UN SUGGEST THAT UNLESS US AND OTHER

DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS ':

ALL OF THIS WOULD BE THROWN INTO SOME DEGREE OF 
UNCERTAINTY IF A COALITION GOVERNMENT EMERGED IN
